The real issue involved in the prosecution 
was as to whether wine was an intoxicating 
liquor or not for the purpose of the Act. 
lt appeared from the evidence given at the 
hearing of the case that the defendant had 
held a licence for the sale of wines for con- 
sumption off the premises for the past 
twenty-two years. On June 16th a woman 
called at his shop and bought a pound of 
sugar and asked for a bottle of wine. The 
defendant supplied her with the wine, and 
she went away. At that time, owing to the 
new restrictions under the ‘Intoxicating 
Liquor Act, the defendant had wine in hands 
to the value of abóut £22, the balance of 
‘his stock. Prior to these restrictions his 
average stock of wine was valued at between 
£100 and £150. ‘The wine which he had 
on hands was not exposed for sale, but 
had been put away on an old shelf under 
the counter and was covered up with boards 
nailed up behind the counter, and could not 
have been seen by anybody coming ‘into the 
shop, 

A SEARCH WARRANT. 

After the defendant had supplied the 
woman, Inspector McGloin called and: -ques- 
tioned him about it. He asked the de- 
fendant did he sell the wine, and he said 
he did not. He then called in the woman 
and said, “ This is the lady who bought the 
wine,” and tóok the wine out of his pocket. 
After some discussion, the inspector went 
away. Subsequently he called back to the 
premises with a search warrant. . It was 
urged that the defendant assisted the 
inspector to remove the wine from where he 
had it under the counter. The inspector took 
the wine away in a handcart. It was stated 
that the defendant believed” that, pending

JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Cussen, in his decision, said that the 
defendant’s business did ‘not come within 
the list of those which Mr. Duffy had men- 
tioned as being prohibited from obtaining a 
licence under the 61st. Section of the Intoxi- 
cating Liquor Act of 1927; but Mr. Duffy 
contended that Section. 61 did not impuse 
any penalty for selling, or prohibit selling, 
wine without a licence, and said that there 
was not any statutory provision now in force 
making such an act an offence. 

If, said Mr. Cussen, Mr. Duffy was right 
in that, anyone might sell wine without 
restrictions and without a licence. For the 
purpose of his argument Mr. Duffy contended 
that wine was not an intoxicating liquor 
within the meaning of the statutes, and 
pointed out that there was not. any definition 
in the Acts of 1924 or 1927 of either licence 
or intoxicating liquor, holding .that they 
were, therefore, bound to rely on the defin- 
tions in the Licensing Acts of 1872 and 


1874, | 

AN OFFENCE. 
With the latter contentions he agreed if 
it were necessary to. rely upon those defini- 
tions; but he found that Section 7 of the 
1924 Act’ made it an offence to sell intoxi- 
eating liquor without being duly licensed 
‘or at any place where the licence ‘did not 
authorise sale. As to wine being a liquor 
in law, he decided that it was, in view of 
the sections in the Acts defining what could 
be sold under a licence authorised by the 
Act, and it could not legally be sold without 
a licence. gi 
In the circumstances, he would convict 
the defendant, who would be liable to a 
penalty of -£50; or, in defau)t, six months’ 
imprisonment; but he had the power of 
mitigating that penalty if there were 
extenuating circumstances or on the grounds 
of character. -In view of the conduct of the 
defendant when the inspector called, he could 
not find any extenuating circumstances in 
the case. 7 
THE PENALTY. 


For the offence of selling intoxicating liquor 
without’ a licence he would impose a fine of 
£5 upon the defendant, who would get seven 
days to pay that sum. In default of pay- 
ment, he would have to go to jail for a 
month without hard labour.

Roman London. 


Herculaneum and Pompeii. were 
destroyed thirty years after London was 
founded, and in her first three centuries 
London became a rich and important city 
under Roman sway. Yet, while we can 
reconstruct Pompeii and Herculaneum as 
they lived and looked 1,850 years ago, 
Roman London has vanished. Yesterday 
the Royal Commission on Historical 
Monuments issued a volume hpon Roman 
London which gives a complete account 
of all extant memorials and of all known 
excavations. The memorials, in the way 
of statuary, pottery and weapons, are 
few; and of structural remains above 
ground only twelve fragments are now 
visible. They are nine scattered pieces 
of town wall, a bastion, a hypocaust and 
This poverty is explained 
by Dr. R. E. M. Wheeler in his admir- 
able introduction to the book. Pompeii 
and Herculaneum were preserved under 
their lava and ashes—towns of the dead 
-——for nearly nineteen centuries. During 
those nineteen centuries London has been 
a hive of busy life, and has been rebuilt 
over and over again. ‘‘ The upper Roman 
levels have, more often than not, been 
by medieval and later 
builders ”; and “ the deepening founda- 
tions of modern ferro-concrete structure 
are driven relentlessly dow: to, and 
The military 
centre of Roman England was at York; 
and London, being a commercial city, 
seldom caught the historian’s eye. She 
was founded by Claudius in a.p. 435— 
this survey discredits the theory of an 
earlier Celtic town—and  Boadicea, 
‘‘ bleeding from the Roman _rods,”’ 
destroyed her by fire in a.p. 60. Her 
recovery was swift; for, a year or two 
later, as Tacitus records, she was 
‘* crowded with traders and a great centre 
for commerce.’’ Thereafter London is not 
mentioned in written history till a.p. 296 
—a gap of nearly two and a half cen- 
turies, for which the only certain fact is 
the “opening of a mint, in A.p. 286, by 
Caratsius. Her economic importance in 
those prosperous times is proved by the 
fact that her town hall, on the site of the 
present Leadenhall Market, was the 
largest in Britain.

Lord Londonderry. 


‘Lord Londonderry, as First Commis 
sioner of Works, made his first appear- 
ance at the Cabinet this morning, and 
considerable public interest was taken in 
his appearance. Wearing a bowler hat, 
and carrying an overcoat on his arm, he 

sed on the door-step of the Prime

no reception at Londonderry House on 
the eve of the opening of Parliament ; 
but the House is to be used -for the 
reception following the wedding of Lady 
Mary Ashley Cooper, daughter of Lord 
and Lady Shaftesbury, to Lord Alington 
on November 27th. Lord Shaftesbury 
has no London house, and the offer made 
by Lady Londonderry to provide room 
for the reception solved a _ difficult 
problem. Londonderry House is ideal 


for the purpose. 
The Dawes Scheme. 


The process of setting up the Com. 
mittee of Financial Experts which is to 
study the final settlement of the repara- 
tions problem has been started by 
Germany’s - official suggestion that it 
should be formed. Thus Germany has 
taken the initiative in the matter, and it 
is at her request that official negotiations 
for the appointment of the committee 
have been opened. Germany is intensely 
anxious to a an independent expert 
Commission on the lines of the Dawes 
Committee, and is much opposed to a 
committee consisting of Government 
experts. The German view as to the 
composition of the committee is authori. 
tatively stated in a newspaper article by 
the Minister for Food and Agriculture. 
He makes it clear that, in the opinion of 
Germany, the committee must: be free 
from all political ties. 


The Municipal Elections. 


There is more than usual ufcertainty 
about the results of the municipal elec- 
tions to be held here on Thursday. It is, 
as usual, a contest between the numerical 
strength of the anti-Socialists and the 
superior zeal and enthusiasm of their 
opponents. For the most part Liberals 
are making common cause with Municipal! 
Reformers. Of the 2535 Liberal candidates 
in the field, nearly one-half are standing on 
the coalition ticket. There. are 1,280 anti- 
Socialist candidates: and 1,130 Socialists 
Communism is represented by 85 candi- 
dates. The tramway question may some 
what complicate matters, as the Socialists 
wil] endeavour tocapture a certain number 
of Progressive votes on the issue. 


A Church Crisis. 


The National Assembly of the Chutch 
of England is to open its autumn sittings 
on November 12th, when the Archbishop- 
designate of Canterbury will take the chair 
in the Upper House. He will be faced 
with a point of no small difficulty at the 
very outset, since Lord Phillimore, a 
notable layman and ecclesiastical lawyer, 
will table a motion which is certain, 
sooner or later, to lead to an interesting 
debate. It is to the effect that the annual 
Chasch Congress is no longer of value, 
and urges its discontinuance. Lord 
Phillimore thinks that the Congress has 
fulfilled a very useful purpose in the past, 
but that its value has diminished. It is 
an open secret that the resolution is a 
challenge to the modernist views expressed 
at thétecent Congress, and the result may 
be another fiery discussion on a religious 
question. 


Dutch Pictures. 


The King is to lend several pictures to 
the exhibition of Dutch works by old 
masters to be shown at the Royal Acadenty 
early w the new year, and pictures will 


i be lent also by the Duke of Wellington, 


the Duke of Portland, Lord Lonsdale and 
other private collectors. A number of im- 
portant works will be brought from the 
United States at the expense of Sir Joseph 
Duveen. The majority of the works, how 
ever, will come from Holland; whence the 
leading museums are sending sume ©! 
their greatest treasures. One of the finest 
landscapes in the world, Vermeer’s © View 
of Delftg’ will be among these. In addr 
tion to the pictures there will be a number 
of drawings, etchings, old ‘Dutch silver, 
china and some furniture. The exhibition 
will be insured for three million pounds, 
and the pictures are to be guarded day 
and night from the moment when they 
leave their owners. 


The Stock Exchange. 


A somewhat determined attempt is to 
be made by some of the banks to check 
Stock Market speculation, which, it is 
thought, is being pushed to dangerous 
leneths. Such a step may take the form 
of curtailing credits, and, if so, it is to be 
hoped that the banks will act with the 
widest discretion; for anything like 
credit adjustment, with the consequent 
selling of stocks, might have a marked 
effect on prices. In any event, it is 
probable that things will be quiet on the 
Stock Exchange for the next few -days; 
for Thursday is a holiday, which. will. 
probably, extend to a week-end for many 
brokers. I am told by an authority that, 
while the outlook on the Stock Exchange 
for the moment may not be particularly 
promising, there is every prospect of goo 
business before the year # schon 


By Air to Beriin. 


A daily direct air service between 
London and Berlin is to” be operated 
throughout the winter this year, the 
machines leaving both capitals before nine 
o'clock every morning. A daily winter 
service has been possible y before from 
Berlin to London, but the route in the 
opposite direction has not hitherto been 
suitable for night fivinc; for the machines 
will not reach Berlin till after dusk. The 
German portion of the route, however, has 
now been improved by the construction of 
illumination points which will enable the 
service to be carried on after daylight. 


Fruit Transport. 


An experiment just made in the trans 
portation of fruit may have important 
results so far as the carriage of produce 
is concerned. The experimental consign 
ment consisted of grapes, over half a tos 
of which, packed in small cases, wer 
enclosed in a large container.

NEW RULES FOR 


NINE‘ TON LIMIT. 
DOUBLE-DECKERS TO 
BE RESTRICTED.

Important new regulations with respect 
to the use and. construction of motor 
omnibuses and chars-a-bancs and .the con- 
ditions which will govern their future use 
in the Free State have just been made 
by the Free State Minister for “Local 

overnment. 
The regulations, which are entitled 
“The Motor Car (Public Service Vehicles) 
Order, 1928,’’ come into force at the end 
of the present year, and proprietors are 
advised to make themselves acquainted 
with the requirements of the Order with- 


out delay. 
NEW RULES. 

There are two main articles in the 
Order. The first provides that from 
January Ist next no double-deck vehicle 
other than a tramcar shall, except in the 
county boroughs of Dublin and Cork and 
the urban district of Galway, be used on 
any highway for the purpose of carrying 
passengers for hire or reward. 

The second article provides that no 
motor vehicle having seats for more than 
seven persons (inclusive of the driver) 
shall ply a passenger traffic for hire or 
reward unless the vehicle complies with 
the forty-nine specific regulations which 
are enumerated in a schedule to the 
Order. 

The first three regulations may be given 
in full :— 

(1) Length.—The overall length, exclusive 
of the starting handle and of the hood when 
down, shall not ‘exceed 27° feet 6 inches, 
measured from a horizontal line parallel to 
the back axle across the front of the mud- 
guards or other most prominent fixtures in 
front of the vehicle to the back of the most 
prominent fixtures at the rear of the vehicle. 

(2) Width.—The overall width shall not 
exceed: 7 feet 6 inches, and shall be measured 
from the outer edges of the mudguards or 
other most prominent fixtures at the sides of 
the vehicle. 

(5) Height (inside of body).—(a) Where 
the vehicle has a permanently fitted top, the 
inside height, measured at the. centre line of 
the vehicle from the top of the floor battens 
of the lower deck to the lower edge of the 
hoop sticks or other such projections, shall: 

(i) If the seating capacity of the vehicle 

does not exceed 20, be not less than 

5 feet 3 inches for a distance not 

exceeding 2 feet 6 inches from either 

end of the vehicle, and for the 

remainder of the length of the vehicle 
be not less than 5 feat 6 inches. 

(i) If the seating capacity of the vehicle 

exceeds not less than 5 feet 
6 inches for a distance not exceeding 
2 feet 6 inches from either end of the 
vehicle, and for the remainder of the 
length of the vehicle be not less than 
5 feet 10 inches. 

(b) Where the vehicle has not a permanently 

fitted top, the height of the body sides from 

the floor shall not be less than 2 feet 4 inches. 

Another regulation provides that the 
overhang behind the rear wheels measured 
from the centre of the rear axle shall not 
exceed seven-twenty-fourths of the overall 
length of the vehicle; the vehicle must he 
able to turn in either direction in a circle 
not exceeding sixty-five feet in diameter. 
as determined by the extreme wheel track. 


NINE-TON LIMIT. 

A further regulation states: “ The total! 
laden weight of the vehicle shall not 
exceed nine tons, and the weight on any 
axle shall not exceed 54 tons, and in 
calculating the tota] laden weight of the 
vehicle the weight of any goods carried 
shall be included, and a weight of 140 
pounds shall be reckoned for the driver 
and conductor (if any) and for each 
passenger.”’ 

As to gaungways, the, width of the central 
passage inside the vehicle must not be less 
than twelve inches up to the seat level, 
and above the seat level not less than 
fourteen inches:. No obstruction of any 
kind can be placed, or permitted, at any 


Seats, it is ordered, must be convenient 
and suitable for their purpose, and at 
least sixteen inches in length measured 
across the front of each seat must be 
allowed for each passenger. : 

The vehicle must have brakes capable of 
stopping and holding it under all condi- 
tions. There must be at least two inde- 
pendent brakes. one applied by a pedal 
and at least one acting directly upon the 
road wheels, without any connection with 
the propelling gear; the operation of 
either brake shall not in any case be such 
as to declutch the engine from the trans- 
mission gear. | 
Other regulations relate to the use or 
construction of machinery, body and 
fittings, fue] tunks, steering arms and con- 
nections, hoods, tyres, lifeguards, ventila- 
tion, lighting. entrances, and exits, etc., 
and seem designed primarily to secure the 
safety and comfort of the passengers. 


EXEMPTIONS. 

If a vehicle does not comply with the 
reculations the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment can, if satisfied by the owner that 
the vehicle is, in all respects, otherwise fit 
and suitable. ‘‘ assent to such departures 
from the said regulations as he shall deem 
expedient with respect to such vehicles.”’ 


DOUBLE DECK ‘BUSES. 
Among the seven or eight regulations 
presented for double-deck vehicles one pro- 
vides that the ratio of the passenger seat- 
ing capacity of the upper deck to that of 
the lower deck shall not exceed eight to 
sever. Another provides that from the 
ground to the highest point the roof of 
the lower deck the height shall not be 
greater than nine feet three inches.

A much wider issue is that of the 
indirect responsibility for the tragedy.- In 
this direction the controversy is intrinsic- 
ally political. The Right Parties throw 
the blame upon the Radicals for what they 
call the provocative glorification of the 
anti-clerical Prime Minister, M. Combes, 
thus deliberately stirring up religious 
strife.

VISCOUNT CRAIGAVON’S 
ELECTION HOPES, —

A hope that during the next, few years 
some form safeguarding would be 
applied to the linen industry was ex- 
pressed last night by Viscount Craigavon 
during his speech at the Ulster Hall, 
Belfast, under. the auspices of the Ulster 
Women’s Unionist Council, when he 
referred to the forthcoming general elec- 
tion. 

The second Administration of the 
Northern Parliament had been one of 
considerable anxiety, lest people would 
argue that there was nothing further to 
fear from Home Rule, and that they might 
risk the integrity of the party by bringing 
forward proposals of an impracticable 
nature. 


THE OPPOSITION. 

He was satisfied that the loyalists 
realised that the danger confronting them 
though differing in form, was just as real 
as in the old days when they struggled 
to keep outside a Dublin Parliament. 
Evidence would be found in the pact 
entered into by the Republicans and 
Nationalists, who had sunk their 
differences for the common end of sub- 
jugating and absorbing Ulster into an 
All-Ireland Parliament, and in the forth- 
i coming visit of Sir Herbert Samuel, who 
would probably explain to the new mush- 
room Liberal Association the best way to 
batter down, or more likely to undermine, 
the loyalist defences. 


LOOKING AHEAD. 

Viscount Craigavon was confident that 
the forthcoming election would result in a 
third Administration, under which his 
colleagues and he would enjoy the satis- 
faction of witnessing the fruition of many 
plans. The five years beginning in 1930 
would mark one of the most important 
epochs in the history of their country. It 
should see the completition of land pur- 
chase and the drainage of Lough Neagh 
and the River Bann; the farmers relieved 
of rates on agricultural land and on one- 
third of the valuation of their houses and 
buildings; transport charges materially 
reduced and industry eased of three- 
fourths of the rates on buildings’ and 
machinery of a productive nature; many 
thousands of new houses for the workin«- 
classes, and a better type of public 
elementary school erected under schemes 
instituted and financed by the Govern- 
ment; and last, but not least, the local 
shipyard workers should by then be pro- 
vided with a full opportunity for a -con- 
tinuity of their unrivalled skill. © 


THE LINEN TRADE. 

He trusted that there would be some 
form of safeguarding of their linen manu- 
factory, as according to Mr. Baldwin’s 
latest pronouncement it appeared that the 
door was not closed upon it, and he felt 
confident that the captains of that in- 
dustry would take early advantage to re- 
submit the case through the new 
machinery to be set up by the British 
Government; in this he could promise 
them the whole-hearted support of their 
Unionist imperial representatives, and of 
the Government of Northern Ireland.

FEARS OF A SPLIT. 
Viscountess Craigavon, who presided. at 
the meeting, said that the next election 
would be yery critical. They met people 
who said: ‘‘ Now that the boundary ques- 
tion is out of the way we can afford to go 
our own way and support independent 
candidates to voice our opinions.” Did 
they realise, she asked, what such a 
policy, if pursued, might lead to? Did 
they realise that a split in the Unionist 
vote’in a seat would probably mean that 
the Nationalist candidate would slip in, 
and that the Nationalists had only to get 
an additional seven seats for the present 
Government to be turned out. 
All they had worked for and fought for 
would then be swept away, as they knew 
the policy of the Nationalist Party was 
a united Ireland under one Parliament. 
The women of the province had a great 
work before them. They must see that 
everyone was alive to the dangers which 
lay ahead, and they must unite and defeat 
this danger. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE. 
ALT 
FREE STATE ORDER 
REVOKED. 


The Department of Agriculture in 
Dublin have now issued an Order revok- 
ing, as from 1st November, the Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease (Importation of Animals 
and Poultry) Order of 1923. 

The effect of this revocation is that 
horses, asses, mules, dogs, foxes, rabbits 
and poultry may, after 31st instant, be 
imported to the Irish Free State from any 
part of Great Britain without a certificate 
as to the freedom from foot-and-mouth 
disease of the place of origin. 

The importation of horses, asses and 
mules continues, however, to be subject to 
the standing regulations which require all 
such animals to be accompanied by a 
permit issued by the Department in re- 
spect of them.
